MoCook by the Nolaoaville pike, Geueral 
Thomas from his encampment on Eranklin 
pike via Wilson pike, and Gen. Critteudeu 
on the main Murfreesboro pike. Oar left 
and centre met with a strong resistance, 
such as the nature of the country perm'its.

McCook drove Gen. Hardee'a corps 


a mile and a half from Nolansville, and oc- 
cupied the place. Gen. Crittenden reached 
within a mile and a half of Layergiie. 
Gen. Sherman reached Wilson Pike, meet- 
ing with no serious opposition. 


On the 27th Gen. McvJook drove Gen. 


Hardee from Nolansville, and pushed a ra- 
connoitering division six miles towards 
Shelbyville, which found that Gen. Hardee 
had retreated towards Murfreesboro.' 


Gen. 
(Jrittenden fought and drove the 


enemy before him, occupying the line of 
Stewart's Creek, and captured some prison- 
era, with slight loss. 
_Gen. Thomas occupied tho vicinity of 
.Nolansville, when he was partially surprised 
and thrown into confusion and driven 
back. 


Gen. Sherman's division had repulsed the 


enemy four times, aud protected thfe flank 
of the center, which not only held its own, 
but advanced until this untoward :event, 
which compelled me to retain the left wiug 
to support the right until it should 'be ral- 
lied and resume a new position. 


On the 1st the rebels opened by an-attack 


on us, and were again repulsed. 


On the 2«1 there was skirmishing: alon<r- 


the front, with threats of an attack, until 3 
o'clock p. m., when the enemy advanced 
and threw a small division across Stone's 
river to occupy the commanding ground. 


They were reconnoitering the ground 


occupied by this division,

no artillery. I saw a heavy force Coining 
from the woods and advancing iu line of 
battle three lines deep. 


They drove our little division Wore 


them after a short contest, in which we lo-it 
seventy or eighty-killed and 37;> wounded. 

Neg- 
ley's division and the remaining troops of 
the left wiug of Gen. Morton's pioneor bri- 
gade, and fled far over the field and beyond 
their entrenchment?, their officers ralljing 
them with great difficulty.

FORT Hiramr, Tenn., Dec. 29. 


We have just returned from another ex- 


'pedition, and found with tiy letters, on re- 
turning, one from yon. Our last expedi- 
tion was ordered by Brig. Gen. Davis, com- 
manding our district. 
It was in command 


of Colonej. (since made brigadier general) 
Lowe, commanding tro- is here, and was 
composed of 1500 men, infantry, cavalry 
and artillery, who were ordered to scout 
about the country, up the river, towarda 
Lexington, Tenn., and rcut any bodies of 
guerrillas to be found in that vicinity. We 
went np the river to Wuverly Landing, 50 
miles, and finding that toe rebels from Wa- 
verly nine miles back in the country had 
crossed the river and were somewhere be- 
tween the Tennessee and Mississippi rivers, 
having been joined by Foreat, the guerrilla 
chief, making a force of about 2,500 men, 
all cavalry, we scouted around for about a 
week, but not finding tbe enemy returned 
to our several posts, Forls Henry, Donel- 
son and Heiman, as they were left with a 
very small garrison, and it was feared that 
the*enemy might drop on them aad destroy 
our camp, which they were great fools for 
not doing. It is expected that we may yet 
have .lively times in these parts. Without 
doubt quite a considerable force of rebel 
avalry has been thrown in;o Grant's rear, 
hose evident intention it is to harrass the 
roops at lightly garrisoned posts in western 
ientncky and Tennessee, and to attempt 
o cut off communication with Gen. Grant, 
ackson and Trenton have been attacked : 
Jnion City, where we had four companies 
tationed last June, has been burned by the 
inemy, and a fine railroad bridge built over 
he Obion near that place by the 12th Wis- 
:onsin has been burned in the same man- 
ler. Columbas and Hickman (where Co. 
) of our regiment is stationed) are thret.t- 
med. Reinforcements, however, are ar- 
iving at Columbus, which place will be 
held. 
One thousand men, from our regi- 


ment, the 5th Iowa cavalry and 83d Illinois, 
,tart to-day on another expedition, going 
towards Paris, to operate in that vicinity, 
under command of Col. Lyon. 
H. 


From another correspondent we have the 


'ollowing account of the expedition under 
Col. Lyon: 


On Sunday the 28th received pay and or- 


ders to march again at 4 o'clock P. M. We 
embarked again under the command of 
Col. Lyon. 
All the cavalry and artillery, 


except two pieces, were sent by land. We 
disembarked this time five miles up the 
river at Paris Landing, and joined with 
part of the cavalry two miles from the land- 
ing. Our whole force only numbered about 
twelve hundred and consisted of parts of 
four regiments. 
We marched until half 


past one o'clock at night and camped near 
a long bridge that spanned a muddy stream 
six miles from Paris and'twenty miles from 
the fort. 
Company H of the 13th wss 


thrown out as pickets one quarter of a mile 
in advance, and part of a company of cav- 
alry Btill further in advance on the Paris 
road. While the balance of the boys, tired 
and weary, reposed with one blanket upon 
the wet earth with nanght but the starry 
canopy to shelter them. 


On Monday, the 29th, the most of the 


day was Rfent, in foraging, but at 2 o'clock 
P. M., four cavalry picket} and two boys 
from our company were taken by surprise 
at ths appearauce of Napier's men on horses, 
and fled to the woods without firing a gun, 
leaving four horses and carbines in the 
hands of the enemy. They fired five times 
at the two infantry boys but none of the 
shots took effect. Company H was soon 
made acquainted with the difficulty and in 
a moment they were armed and equipped 
and double-quicking to the scene of action, 
lead by Lieut. Graham, baton approaching 
the house the fellows were found to have 
disappeared. 
This created considerable 


excitement and it was thought that a battle 
was imminent. One company of cavalry was 
sent in pursuit of the retreating aciuad of 
rebels and to reconnoitre, but returned dur-
